South McAllister, I. T., Jan. 9.— 
One of the moat aj^iaUiiig mining disas- 
ters on rsoord occnrred at Kiebs, a set- 
tlement about fivp miles from this place, 
Thomday aftemooa, by which probably 
over a bandied people lost taeb UTee. 
Jnst aa the day shift were about to come 
to the surface from the mine operated by 
the Osage Coal Mining company, in shaft 
No. 1, a terrible explosion ooon n red. 
There were upwards of 400 men In the 
mine at the time, moat of whom were 
near the entrance to the cage which waa 
to bring fbem tokthe top. ThoN at tbe 
top hoard the expL sioii and atoiMM pre- 
pared for the work of rewnie. 

The news spread rapidly, and it was 
not many minutes before the entrance to 
the mine was snrroonded by a wailing 
and almost ^anic-stricken mass of hu- 
iiumity, oompofle<l chiefly of women and 
children. The scene at the time baffleH 
description. Miners from other wjt tionH 
came pouring into the settlement, ofTer- 
ing what aadstance they could in the 
way of reseue, bat owing to the flimsy 
nature of the earth through which the 
shaft had been made, they were of little 
assistance. 

Just before the explosion occurred tho 
hoisting cage had arrived at the top with 
half a dosen men. Aa the last man 
stepped from the cage the explosion oc- 
curred, and the foice of the concussi'^n 
forced the cage nearly a hundred feet in 
the air. A secoJid later a scorcliii 
flame shot upward driving the men back 
to a place of BJifety. 

Many of the men, some say nearly 
half, employed in the mine, snooeededin 
effecting their escape by climbing up 
through the air shaft. One of the men 
who eaoaped in tbi.s way climbed fully 
450 feet with a broken leg. Many of 
those who climbed to the top were badly 
burned, in some cases the fleah stripping 
from thehr halida as they grasped the 
ladder. 

Tht^re were many sad scenes witneived 
as the lx)dieH of the dead were brought 
to the surface. Wives and children 
gathered around wiH^piug and moaning, 
strongmen turned away to hide tlie 
moisture that would gather in their 
eyee, ha spite of their utmost efforts to 
keep it back. 

It will be fully a week bsiwe the 
bodies of the entombed men can be 
reached and brought to the surface. 
Work will be pushed as fast as possible, 
however, and every endea v or will be 
made to get at them. 

It Is impossible yet to give an estimate 
even of the number of livee lost, but it 
U gentM ally believed that it will reach at 
least one hundred and very likoly more, 
liany of the men who succeeded in get- 
ting ont alive wfU ^«Mag to tteir 
severe injuries. 

What caused the explosion can not be 
stated, but it is supposed that some 
miner fired a Mast without warning, a 
ling in direct violation of the 
rules of the mine. 

Many of the bodies recovere<I are so 
charred and blackened that identification 
is impossible. 

So far as can be learned the names of 
the dead thus far identified are: George 
Sundaay, Jr., George Lindsey, Jr., Will- 
iam Rnasell, Mike Jaoomo, Ted Blen- 
don, John Steera, Joe tieneesio, Steve 
Bpeera, Bennett Moss, Joe Corrant, 
Aiitmila (Jeneasio, Tommy Cain, J'le 
Boooooo, John Quinn, Jim Quinn, Mive 
ICoBhane, George Russell, Ted Kibble.

Tilers were about 400 at work in the 
fllbe. Mid of these 160 aa near as can be 
asQSitained eeoaped. the remainder be- 
ingln the mine at this writing. 
^Tlie reecuMS encotmter many serious 
drawbaoks la their work. Many tunn-^ls 
are closed sntirely and big loose boulders 
are baluioed psriloasly on shelves of rock 
adjoining the air shut and the mHin 
shaftTwhioh a bveath of air might al- 
most hurl down upon the rescuers. Not- 
withstanding these dangers, the rescuers 
keep braveur at thrir work, and at S 
o'clock yesterday evening had recoversd 
forty bodies, llie rseouers work st l»th 
the air uid the mafai shafts and bodies 
were reeoned by both routes.

The injured are: .James lliggins, 
fireman, terribly scalded; H "tny < )s\va' 1. 
laborer, internally injured, can not life; 
Jolin Lee, colored, fireman, frightfully 
bruised, can not live. 

Tbe cause of the explosion is as yet 
unknown. The engineer says he left the 
en;.,ine room buta few moments before 
the explosi n occurred, and that the 
boilern were all right. 

All the injured were taken to the hos- 
pital, when it waa Htated tliat two of 
ihe injui*ed would undoubtedly die. 

Wire In a Boy's Foot for Months. 

Uppkk Sandusky, O.. Jan. 9. — While 
playing about the yanl last May. Master 
Harry Williams, of this dty, tramped 
on Koinething that gave him great pain 
in hia riglii foot. It wae-thonght to 
have been penetrated by a nail or some- 
thing of the kind, but nothing but an 
abriusion of the skin could be found by 
the atteiiuing physician. Tho wound 
did not heal, however, and up to this 
time tho boy has been obliged to go 
about without a shoe ou the injured 
foot, the pjiin being bo con.stant. Re- 
cently a sore broke out ou the instep of 
the right foot and last evening it broke. 
Instantlv a piece of wire began to pro- 
trude. It was removed and by measure- 
ment proved to be two and a fourth 
inches in length and as thick as a darn- 
ing needle.

Nkw Ycnx, Jan. 9.— R. G. Dun &

price^of wheat and cotton which have 
b<>eii li -ld of late a little too high for 
foreign estimates of value, SO that ex- 
p j. tH v,\'re sn;iiewliat chewed. The de- 
cline will bring out larger orders for 
esi«irt. 

Col'ion hiu* drojiped to the lowest price 
since early in 1M9. viz.: 7.44 cents for 
middling np.'ands. Receipts at the south 
continue gi :ater than last year, and 
though exports are also greater, the 
stock a<-cuiuulated and largely carried 
bj' banks at Various points has a depress- 
ing infiuerce. 'ITiij affwts tnul»? 
throughout the south, and at Mempli'i 
the outlook ^ considered poor and col- 
lections are very slow. At Nashville 
trji le is only fair, though money is 
easier; at Little Rock tnule is dull; at 
Galveston very amservative, with fail- 
ures tnuch e-.ceoding those of la.st year 
in iiuinlKir; at Savannah trade is quiet 
though money is easier, and at New Or- 
leans banks are easier and a better feel- 
ing is seen in the money market, though 
unusual tpiantities of cotton, sugar and 
rice are beins; ranied. The demand f>r 
sugar and ric« Ih strong and active, with 
slightly better prices, but ootton is de- 
clining, with heavy receipts. 

Trade is fair iu other parts of the coun- 
try. Boston business is better fa some 
lines, with considerable activity in dry 
goods, new goods being opened and sell- 
fag freely. Boots and shoes improve 
slowly, maDnfaetann hMviag fair em- 
ployment, but bsteg amdooa for further 
orders. An improved demand is ssen 
for. ruj)ber goods, but wool is aniet. At 
Hartford, wool, hardware ana groceries 
are in fair demand, and dry goods dull 
At Philadelphia liberal oroers are noted 
for spjfag materials, and while trade fa 
other manches is now very light, the 
prospect is considered good. 

Baltimore reports a healthy money 
market, and daoinnati activity fa doth' 
iua and moderate trade fa whiakies with 
a favorable start for the year. Cleve- 
land trade is good for the season, and 
rolled iron in good demand. At Pitts- 
burg the outiook seems better, pig iron 
is stronger and finished iron in good de- 
mand. Chicago reports some Increase 
in receipts of barley, cured meatb, 
cheese and cAttle, receiiits of oats nearly 
double last year's, or flour, com, rye 
and dressed beef fully double, and of 
wheat three times last year's. Dry goods 
sales are li,^ht, though payments are 
better; sales of clothing and shoes are 
larger than year ago, and money is fa 
fair demand with the snpfdy ample for 
leffitimate trade. ' 

Milwaukee finds good indications for 
the spring .nide, and heavy snow helps 
the lumber bnsiness. At St. Paul trade 
is quiet, as isual, with excellent pros- 
pects. At Minneapolis the car famine is 
over and tae output of flour 172,0'H) 
buiTelft, against 114,000 last year, with 
lun'ber sales of 18!M esc*«ling those of 
1890 by 67,700,000 feet. At Ht. Ltmis 
cold weather causes b<'tt*>r tnwle in 
heavy clothing and other txade is season- 
able, the gi'ain blo<'ka<le liaving biokon. 
Trade at Rausjis City is iniiet and money 
in light demand, ('olle tiuns through- 
out the northwest are very fair, ttmogb 
alow at mos'i southern ])ointfl. 

The grea* industries reinirt no im- 
portant change, though in iron a larg - 
business is being done, and the tone i < 
improved. Some improvement seen 
fa oar and p'ates. and fair bu.Tiess in 
structural iron, Tlie coal trade is ia;/,;i'.l, 
though the demand is beyond all |):e> e- 
dent. Less demand is seen for copper, 
though large sale«< liuve oooUTSd. Tfa 
is weaker juid ]ea<l dull. 

The mone'' market has been well sup- 
plied at this point and other markets 
throughout the north are easier. 

The business failures during the eight 
dajra since Dec. 81, number for the 
United Statf'^ 898, and for C^lanada 42, or 
a total of 4ft', as compared witli a tot-il 
of 829 last w<ek and 292 the week pre- 
vious to the last.

MORE DE STRUcfTo fT'DONE.

Roanokk, \'a.. .Tan. 9. — ^Additional 
details received concjeruing the ^doiM 
in Randolph and Chambers conntiea 
Wednesday night are: Five miles team 
here the house of James Wilhsms was 
blown down while a dance was fa prog- 
ress and three men were killed and four 
women badly hurt. Other occupants 
were slightiy injured. The path of tbe 
storm was about one hundred yards 
wide. It swept down the Savannah and 
Western railroad track for two milee, 
racing with a passenger train wUeh nar- 
rowly escaped destruction. 

At Milltown nearly every store was 
blown down, together with the Baptist 
church, college and many residenoee. 
Professor Gibson, of the ooUam, was 
killed and twelve pupils hurt. No less 
than thirty pupils were more or less in- 
jured at Milltown. Five miles fvrllMr 
on three negro cabins were tahsa m \a 
the cyclone and carried idwut aaaS 
mile and three children were killed. The 
storm laid timber, hoosee and fenoea 
low fa its path. It is not yet known tlia 
full extent of the damage done and tiia 
number of fatalities. 

A Mexican's Revence. 

Cm or Mkxico, Jan. 9. — Jeetis Brune 
Martinez, convict^-d of the murder of aa 
old jeweler of this city, waa exeiAited fa 
the precincts of Belam prison Thuradagr.

in session at Frankfort this wci-lt, Dut ad- 
journed Thursday. A Courier-Journal 
special from there says: "After a great 
deal of discussion and many motions, the 
convention, by a large majority, agreed 
to reoommend that the Mayor, City At- 
torney, Police JiKige and Chief of Police 
either be elected by a vote of the people 
of the city or else by the City Council, as 
any one of the cities in the clasa omj 
provide by a city ordinance. But in roe 
cront that the T..ogiHlature may deem a 
charter with such priviloga in conflict 
with the new Ooaatitation, and which 
many of tlie dele>;atoH express thempelves 
as believing, then the convention unani 
mooily recommends that these officers 
be appointed by the City Council. To 
that end the convention passed 
resolution and submitted it to-day 
to the Chairmen of the House anc 
Senate Committees on Muaicipalities 
The delegates claim that in order to sub 
serve the intereata of good government 
in these citlte, to hold the low class of 
coloied people in suhjection in many of 
them in which they now predominate, 
the Legtolature ought to grant, if it can 
bo done under the new Constitution, tho 
option of providing by ordipance for the 
modaoif aeleotion iit the elUat offidab of 
the cities. 

" They say that in certain towns the 
aopoat oaa eaaily elaot one of their own 

class over the best dtiien in the place. 
Also to avoid such an fvil, the conven 
tion proposes to recommend unanimously 
that all voters must be registered, and 
that the payment of the poll-tax be the 
prerequisite to the registration. On this 
poiQt, however, certain members who are 
Icaown to be well ap inl|w, gave expres- 
sion to doubts on tlie constitutionality of 
spell a vatem of i;eg}itratlon that would 
tVaoriminata against any class of people, 
but the con ven tion , nc vertheless , s ub m i ta 
the question to t^ Legislature iq hope 
that soma nHMMftngHoii or mode may be 
finally adopted thftiiiriugMMWarllia da* 
sired ends. 

" The wannest and lanpst aoatost waa 
made over the liquor license law, but an 
agreement was finally reached in a recom- 
mendation that each city be granted the 
right to^ the amount by ordinance at a 
sam not less than $600 and no greater 
than $1,000. At present the liceuMs in 
titeifi. dti^, vai7 .fr<H^. $ioo to $i,ooo, 
Mdnaondiand- ll|ddlasborough being in 
the $1,000 clasH, and the latter city hav- 
ing ni]}(|t^^M4oowi, from which the city, 
is dniwlniit a raVenne of .$19,000.
